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Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because reference numeral 4D appears in Fig. 1 but is not 
mentioned in the description. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.71 and 1.75(d)(1) 
because the detailed description fails to provide proper antecedent basis for the limitation, "an 
attachment hole having a substantially constant inside diameter" recited in claim 2. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1 & 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Okuda et al, US 
4,090,796 (Okuda). Okuda discloses a cross shaft joint comprising: a cross shaft which includes 
four shaft portions and is arranged between two shaft members (see "universal joints of the 
trunnion type" in col. 1, lines 8 & 9); outer ring cups 1 rotatably provided to the four shaft 
portions, respectively the outer cups being adapted to be coupled to corresponding shaft 
members 3; and an attachment portion 2 to which a balance weight for balancing the outer ring 
cups can be attached is formed on the ring cup. Fig. 3 shows the attachment portion includes an 
attachment hole 7 having a substantially constant inside diameter in which a bar-shaped balance 
weight can be inserted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Okuda in view of 
Hoffmann, US 4,721,445. In Fig. 3 Okuda shows a key groove 4 is formed on the a shaft 
member 3; the outer ring cup 1 is provided with a key portion 2 protruded in a radial direction 
corresponding to the key groove; and a screw hole 7 concave in a longitudinal direction of the 
key portion from an inner end of the key portion in the radial direction is formed. Okuda does 
not show a balance weight having a bar-shape that is adapted to be inserted into the screw hole 
and fixed with a plug screwed into the screw hole. In Fig. 2 Hoffman shows a balance weight 
36 having a bar shape that is adapted to be inserted into a screw hole 24 and fixed with a plug 37 
screwed into the screw hole. Hoffman teaches in col. 3, lines 36-48 using this arrangement in 
order to provide an easy means for balancing a rotating machine element. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the cross shaft 
joint of Okuda by including a balance weight having a bar shape that is adapted to be inserted 
into the screw hole 7 and fixed with a plug screwed into the screw hole in order to provide an 
easy means for balancing the cross joint as taught by Hoffmann. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Kohring and Richardson each show bar-shaped balance weights.
